There wan enough of the impulse
left over from Saturday'sdosing to make a Arm openingto-day, but iu less than an hour it fcad'been exhaustedand the market comuieneod to droop. Later
on there was a demonstration of a stronger bullish
feeling to which prices responded with an advance,
and which at the end closed up business at the highestfigures of the day. Such in brief is the history
of the morning's speculation.

s well as can be ascertained th*y were due to

k rather sprightly covering of shorts and to
tome good buying for the loss account.
It is unquestionable that there have been
more bear contracts in existence during the lsst
ten days than has been the case for months
past. It is quite as unquestionable that* good many
bears aro waking up to this circumstance, and
re becoming aware of the fact ttiat any sudden
and concerted action upon the part of the bulls
might make things "hot" for them. Under the pressureof this prudent timidity many short lines were

were oovered this morning, to the manifest improvementof prices. There wus a further improvement,
due to a sharp demand for long stock. Both Mr.
Vanderbllt and Mr. Sould were believed by the
street to be picking up stocks to-day.the first, of
Michigan Central, Lake Shore and Western Union,
which he is supposed to have parted with at higher
prices, and the latter of Hannibal and St. Joseph and
other Rtocks identified with the Wabash system. The
Hunnlbal and St. Joseph shares were exceedingly
strong, and nearly recovered the loss of the last few
dsys. Thr. recent arrangement with the Book
Island Company, by which tho trains of the latter
road are sunt over tho bridge directly into Kansas
City (paying a handsome toll for the transit).
